Street Cars Did Not Pay 


The direct cause of the suspension 


of the street cars was that the charter 
limited the companies to collecting a 
five-cent fare. 
The company went 


into the hands of a receiver because 
of this, and the receiver found that 
the company was losing about $40,- 
000 a year. 
So, after securing the 


court's permission, the receiver shut 
down the expensive property, and left 
the people of Des Moines to walk or 
take the bus, if they could get into 
one. 
The busses, which had 
been 


charging five cents as fare, in some 
cases boosted the price almost immedi- 
ately to ten cents, and some instances 
were recorded where the fare for the 
longer hauls was raised to 25 cents 
This was done when it was found that 
there was more than enough traffic 
to keep the busses full and moving al 
the time, almost regardless of the fare 
charged. 
The newspapers, some of which haa 


been open to conviction on the sub- 
ject, all printed stories of the break 
down of the attempt to handle the 
city's traffic by busses. 


The gravity of the situation will be 


much increased when winter comes 
on. It is far easier to handle crowds 
when walking is possible "and 
the 


streets are clear, than it will be when 
there is snow, with no adequate pro 
vision for clearing 
it 
away. 
The 


busses cannot be expected to buck 
snowdrifts in the streets along which 
they operate, and at the same time 
get people downtown in the morning 
and back home at night. The experi 
ment just made was during 
three 


weeks when the weather was warm 
and clear, rain falling on only one 
day during the first three weeks after 
the cars stopped running.

ITCH "of the effect'of a house 


from the outside is made of 
marred by the kind of cur- 


tains and the way tliey are ar- 
ranged; and from the inside, also, 
these furnishings play an important 
part in the decorative scheme of 
the rooms. 


One must not forge! that the 


chief use of any kind of curtain* Is 
to serve as a frame to the window 
out of which, a view is seen. I am 
speaking now, of course, of fabric 
curtains, and not of the stiff green 
or white roller shades. 


The exact style of curtain to be 


employed will depend on the style 
of the house and of the room—the 
"period" of the room, if it has any, 
and whether it is informal lilte a 
bedroom or the more dignified liv- 
ing or dining room. In general, the 
simpler curtain is more suitable to 
bedrooms and the more intimate 
looms of the house, unless it be of 
the "cottage" type. If the latter is 
the case or if the curtains are for- 
use only in Summer the simpler 
kinds, arranged in a plain way. are 
always best-taste in all rooms. 
^* One common style is called the 
"Dutch curtain." These consist of 
two long side pieces, with a short 
valence set between across the up- 
per part of the window, the whole 
b<=ing shirred onto one rod or pole. 
These are excellent for all Summer 
uee and can be developed in mad- 
ras, scrim, net, marquisette, etc. 
Generally such curtains are made 
the whole width of the goods at the 
sides and have a twelve to eigh- 
teen inch depth to the inner val- 
ence part. The edges of this upper 
valence, and also the inner edges 
of the side parts, are edged with 
fine embroidery, rick-rack braid, 
balls or fringe, or may be with the 
real hem of the goods itself. 


Another plan is to have side cur- 


tains of one material, generally thin 
and lightweight, with over-curtains 
ot cretonne or other heavier and 
darker material 
In this case the 


side cuitains come just to the win- 
now-sill. *ind the true valence has 
a depth of about eighteen inches or 
less and extends entirely across the 
T.-hole window width, covering the 
fidp pieces as \\ell. The result is 
that the whole window is encase_d 
in ^3 kind of frame of color. In this 
plan the cretonne is usually set so 
as to completely cover the window 
frame or woodwork, as if brought 
nearer the glass it would take up 
too much of the light. 


In arranging this type of curtain 


you may come up against such a 
real "snag" as I myself did. They 
require a double rod to make them 
even and perfect in line. 
This 


double rod consists of two rods, one 
slightly above the other and tooth, 
joined to a single end of metal. The 


side curtains are* shirred on the 
lower rod and the upper valence on 
the top rod, thus allowing It to fall 
gracefully over the lower curtains. 


These double rods are Quite fussy 


and expensive in the large sizes, 
but they are the only way to make 
these curtains look as they should. 
If the window is a special size the 
rod must be cut to measure, and 
the long rod held up in the centre 
by a hook, which will be covered, 
however, by the upper valence. 


For these over-curtains either 


cretonne or silk or near-silk effects 
in the darker colors are used. For 
Summer nothing is prettier, more 
eiry and bright than the bright cre- 
tonnes, which gained their first t>op- 
ularity through William Morris.'the 
great English decorator and de- 


_ signer of fabrics. It will pay to buy 


good fast colors, and these cost at 
present from seventy-five cents to 
$1 a yard. In many cases the fab- 
rics are so wide that one-half the 
width may be used for the side 
curtains. 


All-over net. Brussels and other 


similar fabrics hung clear to the 
floor are no longer in good taste. 
They catch dust and interfere with 
air coming in freely. 


Silk is very soft and attractive, 


but really extravagant, as It rots 
badly in sunlight. The author has 
had a wide window draped with 
yellow raw silk curtains for only 
one season, and has just discovered 
that the valence is practically rot- 
ten, as was the silk IK other parts. 


A combination "camouflage" silk 


wears far better. Many of these hava 
a mercerized finish and come in the 
solid shades 
The real silk pongee 


is very soft and lovely for inner 
curtains, but it also rots when ex- 
posed to the strong action of the 
sun 


Cheap curtain rods are poor 


economy. Wait until you can buy 
really heavy and good ones or do 
not "buy at all. The cheap rod 
which extends only a short distance 
is a delusion. It tarnishes badly, 
loses its shape and never keeps the 
curtain in place. 
The slightest 


weight sags such light rods; better 
to get a heavy rod of a longer ex- 
tension. 


Flat rods are the best of all. 


They have no balls or points to fall 
off and they give the curtain a 
neater, more handsome appearance. 
They are especially curved at the 
ends to make a neat angle with the 
window. By all means, purchase 
flat rods for neat effects. 


If you live, as I do, where the air 


tarnishes metal badly, use wood 
rods. I ruined an expensive set of 
dining-room curtains solely because 
the rods rusted and stained every 
cue of the curtains all along the 
heading or shirring so that they be-

cups of sugar, 2 eggs, 3 cups of pas- 
try flour, 4 teaspoons of phosphate 
baking powder, 1 teaspoon of flavor- 
ing and % teaspoon of salt. 


The ingredients were carefully 


weighed with the exception of the 
salt and flavoring. The batter was 
baked in muffin tins two inohf in 
diameter at the base and two inches 
tail, at a temperature of 342 degiees 
Fahrenheit. 


Many different cakes were pre- 


pared from this recipe and baked. 
Each time the quantity of the dif- 
ferent ingredients or the method of 
combining them was varied. And 
the results in each case were care- 
fully noted. 


Most good housewives have long 


believed that nobody could produce 
a good cake unless the butter and 
sugar were thoroughly creamed and 
the batter beaten well before bak- 
ing. But all this proves to be a 
waste of time and labor. 


In the recent experiments the 


most uniform results were obtained 
where all the cake's ingredients 
were put in together and stirred 
only sufficiently to mix thoroughly. 


The bother of separating the 


whites and yolks of the eggs was 
found not worth while except when 
more eggs and less baking powder 
are used. In that case the proper 
leavening of the cake is dependent 
upon the air folded in with the 
stiffly beaten whites. 


Another fact established by these 


experiments is that It makes no 
difference how the fat used in a 


cake is softened". Whether warm- 
ing or creaming be the method fol- 
lowed no change can be seen in the 
finished product. 


A cake baked without any beating 


•whatever showed a coarse, even 
texture and a flat top. It crumbled 
easily and had a soft crust that was 
somewhat rough. 


Similar cakes beaten for one min- 


ute and two minutes, respectively, 
before baking showed a closer tex- 
ture and a tendency for tunnels to 
form. 
In (ho cakes which were 


beaten for five and ten minutes 
each 
these 
tunnels were very 


marked, and in tho case of one 
beaten ten minutes the texture be- 
tween the tunnels was solid and 
compact. 


Increased beating also, it was 


found, makes the cake become 
smaller, the crust smoother and the 
top form a pronounced peak. 


To determine whether or not 


these changes were due to the fact 
that the carbon dioxide supplied by 
the baking powder had toeen lost 
dining the long beating, two other 
mixtures were made up, one con- 
taining baking powder and the 
other not. 


The batter containing the baking 


powder was baked immediately 
without any beating. 
The other 


waa beaten ten minutes, after which 
the baking powder WHS sprinkled 
over the top and stiuod in 


The cake made according to ihe 
latter method was somewhat larger 
than the first one and of a slightly 


liner texture, but very similar in" 
loxture 
The diffeience in texture 


was especiallv "evident when the 
cuke was, e.iten. 
There was not, 


however, sufficient improvement to 
pay for the time and effort involved 
when the beating must be done by 
hand. 


The conclusion that it was loss 


of carbon dioxide which caused the 
peculiar texture of the beaten cakes 
was strengthened by the observa- 
tion that any considerable reduc- 
tion in the amount of baking pow- 
der produced similar results even 
in the unbeaten cakes. 


All the experiments went to show 


that manipulation is one of the 
chief factors in determining the 
quality of a rake. In an ordinary 
cake the method of combining the 
ingredients is not in itself impor- 
Iniu except as it. controls the 
amount oi mixing and beiting. 


From one to two minutes—de- 


pending upon 
the 
energy with 


which the work is done—is the 
amount of beating that gives the 
bost results. Less than this pro- 
duces a cake of coarse, crumbly tex- 
ture; more gives one of compact 
texture with tunnels. 


All this will be good news to 


housewives 
who 
have 
always 


thought long, vigorous beating neo- 
es.<-aiv to obtain a good cake. 
It 


makes clear what has long been a. 
puzzle—why the cake with which 
the most pains is taken often 
proves a flat failure, while the one 
which was put together in the 


greatest hurry is usually a pro- 
nounced success. 


Another result of these interest-
